Tenth Week of the Revival—Bishop 


Bowman at Stapp's Chapel. 


800 On verts—400 Take Saerniin>nt-Ppi>|i|p 


Unable to Enter. 


Sunday was the day of jubilee and a 


time of great rejoicing at Stapp's Chapel, 
where six separate services were held 
during the day. Ten weeks ago Evan- 
gelist Wilson and Rev. Kennedy came 
here and inaugurated the special meet- 
ings at the Chapel, and revival services 
have been held twice a day. General in- 
terest was at once awakened in the work, 
and grand results have been achieved, 
the people from the city and country fill- 
ing the large audience room to the doors 
at nearly every meeting.

might perfectly well rest in a Chicago 
office and only be opened by means of 
a dial in New York. The mechanism 
is very simple. The dial rests in a 
magnetic block, from which wires ex- 
tend and communicate with magnets 
whici'. set up the tumblers in the lock, 
and so permit of the throwing back of 
tlie bolt bar. This releases a spring or 
body of compressed air, as tho case 
may be, which in turn releases the 
heavy bolt-work. 
The wires penetrate, 


the top plate of the safe at the jamb of 
the door and move in a zig/ag course 
through the inner plates of the lock. 
The wires are so small and their course 
so crooked that, it is claimed, they 
can not be traced by explosives. A cur- 
rent of electricity is obtained from sev- 
eral small batteries by pressing down a 
key on the vulcanite block that holds 
.the dial. The ilia! when not in use can 


e detached from the vulcanite block 
nd carried in the pocket. The door of 
a safe whose lock is controlled by this 
electric apparatus will preseiil lo the 
iiirglar none of the spindles which 
>enetrate the walls of the ordinary 
safe and yield so conveniently to the 
ntUienees of the blowpipe, but simply 
i knob for opening the door, which 
uly penetrates the lirst plate.—Philu- 
deljiliin Call.

How to Destroy Minks. 


Minks are very wary of Imps, and 


mine inducement must be offered them 
lo try the plan. A very good device is 
provided by making n hole three inches 
square in the wall of a house, over 
which, and on the inside, u small box is 
securely fastened, so that the mink can 
get into the box but not into the apart- 
ment where the fowls are. A steel 
trap set in the hole completes the de- 
vice. The trap and box should be in 
place continually, and every mink, 
with an occasional weasel or rat, will 
be the reward.—Prairie. Ji'artne.r.
